KING’S GRACIOUS ACTION 


“London, Hng, March ¢6.—The Lon- 
don Gazette announces that the King 
nas been pleased to allow Miss Mar- 
grct Jane Lamb, of Newcastle-on- 
Yyne, to receive.the Edward medal 
of the first clags-in recognition of the 
gallant action of her-brother, the 
late George Huddlestone Lamb, who 
lost ‘liis. life ‘in. endeavoring to save 
the - lives of five men. at, the: fire at 
ethe Strathcona Coal. Company’s 
Mine at Strathcona, Alberta, on June 
8th 1907. There were two shafts in 
the mine—a hoisting shaft and 
air shaft. The engineer of the mine 
woke Lamb up about 11.25 p.m., when 
the fire was discovered, and told him 
there were five men in the mine. 
Lamb descended : three times, one 
by, the air shaft, and having found 
the men urged them to escape by. the 
ladder, saying that he would remain 
until they. had’ ascended. One man 
made an attempt but returned. Lamb 
himself then succeeded in reaching the 
surface, but his clothes were in flames 
and‘he died shortly after «from: the 
effects. of the injuries... Others seem- 
ed to have endeavored to follow him 
but failed, either because they. were 


overcome with smoke. or the ladder

“PROPOSED NEW GRADBS OF 
OATS 


A’ bill is now before the Dominion 
house of commons, introduced* by Dr. 
Wilbert McIntyre,.M.P., for Strath- 
cona, which’ amends. the ‘grain inspec- 
tion act. by providing for permanent 
grades for feed oats. The existing 
law: has-a provision authorizing. the 
grain standards boards to fix» com- 
mercial grades for. grains,‘‘other than 
oats,’’ in which by virtue of climatic 
or other conditions are not capable 
of inclusion in the’ permanent classi- 
fications. | Dr. McIntyre made com- 
plaints that because of this limitation 
carloads of oats containing only a 
few kernals of frozen grain were 
graded .‘‘Rejected,’’ thus grading 
them lower than the lower grades of 
sount’ oats, which were really infer- 
jor in quality and lighter in weight 
The bill also provides for a higher 
gradé of oats to be known as Extra 
No. ‘1, .with a weight of 42: pounds. 
Dr. ‘McIntyre in outlining. the bill to 
the ‘house of commons, said; ‘‘I have 
repealed the whole section in the pre- 
sent act, and Teimserted it under a 
now’ nomenclature—reinserted all as 
western oats ,with exactly the same 
grading .as you will find in the pre- 
sent act, but, under a different name 
and under a different numbering, the 
first number being Bxtra N6. 1 west- 
crn’ oats with a minimum of 42 Pon- 
nds to the bushel: In addition I have 
added three’ ‘grades under: the “¢erin, of 
‘There dss ‘Extra (No. 1, 
37. ‘pounds: to: ‘the: bushel; No. 1 feed,. 
34: ‘pounds ‘to the. bushel;, ‘both ot whi- |’ 
ch are clean and free from: other seed, 
and sound except as to. frost, there 
is also grade No, 3 oats, the mini- 
mum being: 82:pounds to. the . bushel, 
There are in all then submitted eight 
grades; ‘five of them, are sound and 
three of them are feed grades and 
The 
bill. has received its first reading, 
and will) be discussed on its second 
reading.
